Judging Points 

In judging @ prize competitién such 
as this pictures are judged from two 
viewpointsa—firetly, the artistic side, 
and a@econdly, the technical aside. 
From the artistic point of view the 
first consideration is, ia the picture at- 
tractive? This is the court of last 
resort, and an amateur need not be 
able to talk intelligently about com- 
position, balance, atmosphere, separa- 
tion of planes, er many other obtruse 
details, but nearly everyone can tell 
whether a picture pleases them or not, 
even if they are not able to tet! why it 
pleases. Yet there are a few points 
that I might mention that will help 
anyone to produce really pleasing pic- 
tures. But before I go any further, 
let me digress a moment, and make a 
plea for the use of the word “photo- 
graph” or “picture,” instead of the 
abominable word “snapshot,” Often 
when I show my pictures, some of 
which took considerable time to think 
out before the exposure Was made, 
and then have a gushing “friend” say, 
“What lovely anapshots!" believe me, 
it makes me tired! The word ‘#nap- 
ahot” implies haste, carelessness, and 
lack of all that usually enters into the 
erty 4 of a real ‘picture,’ excepting, 
of course, in the few cases where the 
Feault is purely an accident, and is not 
@o intended by the photographer. 

One Object Only 
Composition has a cormideable sound, 
but ite principles are only common- 


‘eense, and can be understood by any- 


one, For inatance, there should be 
onl¥ one principal object in a pleture;s 
having two objects of equa! strength 
weakens a picture by aliowing the at- 
tention of the observer to wander. Of 
couree, the principal object may con- 
sist of more than one thing, such as a 
group, but it ie a mistake te have two 
groupe in the same picture, uniess one 
\s decidedly subordinate to the other. 
In thie case the eubordinate object 
strengthens the etronger, by provid- 
Ing contrast and baiance. It is always 
wise to have one or more subordinste 
objects in @ picture, for just thie ree- 
gon, Then again, the placing of the 

rincipal object in the picture is very 
mportant. The centre of the picture 
le the weakest place, for the attention 
tends to wander 4! over the picture, 
a@wey trom the important object. It 
should be placed somewhat at one aide 
And somewhat towards the top or dot- 
tom of the picture. This end can 
often be gained by trimming a fin- 
fghed print. A picture that is practi- 
cally @ repetition of parallel lines is 
not good artistically. Thie is a very 
simple rule, but how often do we see it 
broken. The general lines of w pic- 
{ure must be balanced by epposing 
lines. How often, too, do we hear 
Photographers say, ‘This is not as 
g00d as it should be, but tt was im- 
Pomsible to take it from any other 
point of view.” If this is lileraliy trre 
theye is only one thing to do, and this

Gimply 
to mention these points is to suggest 
|the remedy. The foreground is a 
(thing that is often neglected. 1 wil! 
admit that It is often ‘very difficult 
to properly fill up the foreground, 
without detracting from tho principal | 
objeot, but there is nothing more un- | 
satisfactory than a perfectiy bare 
‘foreground, Judicious trimming ‘will | 
joften solve this problem, too, But 
don't ict your shadow be seen in the 
foreground! This ts almost a fatal de- 
fect. And as a final hint, get away 
from the idea that you must have the 
sun right at your back when photo- 
yee This is the poorest position, 

rin the last analysis upon the 
shadows depends the beauty of the 
picture Usually very fine results 
may be obtained by photographing by 
the sun tn front of you, a little at the 
side, when the shadows running at an 
jangle across the picture help wonder- 
fully to improve its beauty. Haven't 
you noticed that practically all really 
|good snow pictures show such shad- 
ows? These hints do not by any 
means exhaust the subject, but they 
will have to suffice for the present, 
Nor have I space to enter upon the 
technical aspects of photography at 
this time,

And thet is all the farmer 
gets out of the deal on what he has 
to sell, Oattle, hogs, and all other 
kinds of farm products have to 
carry the same freight charges 
they have been carrying.

| The size of a poultry house te deter- 
;mined by the number of birds to be 
|/housed. Small flocks require more 
floor space per bird than large“flocks, 
but it ia not €00d business practice 
to keep too many birds in a flock, 100 
being about the maximum. A_ eafe 
working rule is to allow about four to 
six square feet floor espace per bird. It 
lin a good plan, however, to give the 
}birde as much room as posalble, keep 
ing in mind the cost of construction 
per bird. 

Of the various materials used in the 
construction of poultry houses, wood 
fe of chief importance. The wood 
should be well seasoned, since green 
lumber is apt to warp, leaving cracks 
and @apg in the house which give rise 
to draughts. Cotton cloth is used ex- 
tensively in the front of houses par- 
ticularly to provide air. Concrete, since 
jit is durable and sanitary, should be 
jused for the construction of the foun- 
| dation and floor. For roofing material, 
| shingles or specially prepared roofing 
jpaper is used. 
| Permanent poultry houses should 
ihe Hullt upon good foundations. Con- 
llcrete is umually perferable to brick or 
|i stone; a good foundation is made by 
mixing together one part cement 
|three parts sand and five parts grevel 
The foundation should be bullt deep 
enough to prevent heaving by frost 
and to keep out water. The founda- 
tion trench should be dug about one 
foot wide and from two to three feet
